SBometimes It
14 the only light that can be seen from
the lower h:\i.-, amd 1t 8 especially valu-
able In making the turn at the monu-
ment laying our courge up the bay when
the Highland lights are obscured by
thick weither.

“It is nlso invaluable as a mark for
the anchorage ground in the upper hor-
bor, and ] don't seo how we could get
alang without It now™
“I have seen Liberty light ten miles
down the const in clear wenther,' sald
Pilot  Ivan r  Albert, “and |t has
often been the only gulde®in navigating
the upper bay and harbor, when there
i8 0 low-lying fog that obscures the other
lights, In fact, you can ulmost always
seg Liberty leght, and to take It away
now would cause Inconvenlence and trou-
ble nmong all the pllots’”

Pilot John Canvin sald that for tows
coming down the river Liberty Hght wis
about the only bearing that captains
could steer safely by,

“In fact,” he sald, "we have become
so used to the bemcon both in coming
up and going down the harbor that we
would have to change our system of
reckoning almost entirely f we were
deprived of 1LY

n the office of the New Jersey pllots,
at 15 State gtreet, there was o loud out-
ery agninst the proposed extingulshing
of Liberty light.

AECOMMENDATION OF MERGY.

The Jurymen Were Out from
3.31 P. M. Yesterday Until
11,68 This Morning,

JAIL TO-DAY; SENTENCE MONDAY.

Exciting Scenes In and About
the Brooklyn Court-
House.

John Y. McKane, who for the past
fifteen years has ruled the town of
Gravesend and carried the votes of thou-
sands of ita citizens In his vest pocket,
hans been adjudged, by a jury of his peers,
gullty of the erime of consplmcy agalnst
the election laws of the Btate of New
York.

Tha crime fastentd upon him by the
twelve men who sat In judgment for
twenty hours ls punishable by a period
of imprisonment of not less than twe
years, nor more than ten years,

There is weeplag and gnashing of
teeth among those residemts of Graves.
end who had comae to look upen McKane
as little less than a god, and thers is
satisfaction among all good eitizens whe
love law and order and purity of the
ballot.

The verdict was rendered at two min-
utes before 12 o'clock noon to-day. Fol-
lowing Is the jury which passed upon
the masa of evidence for and agninst
the deposed Czar:
